A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 11-13, 15 and 17-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nochumson et al, for reasons of record set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Applicants argue, in the amendment filed 8 July 2009, that Nochumson et al. does not 
teach the pore sizes of the invention, i.e., that restricts access to plasmids. However, at, for 
example, column 6, at the fifth full paragraph, Nochumson et al. teaches that supercoiled plasmid 
does not become bound to the resin as does RNA and other contaminants. Thus, plasmids are 
inherently restricted from the pores within the resin matrix. Applicants then argue that it is not 
taught that RNA is adsorbed onto the pores surfaces, and not bound tightly. However, the 
claims, as written, do not require that RNA be bound only and specifically onto the pore 
surfaces, and that the RNA be bound with any particular affinity. The instant claims do not 
recite the limitation of ligands on the pore surfaces to bind the RNA, and as such, Nochumson et 
al. is still properly applied as anticipating the instant claims.
